President's  Message 


echnology  in  the  classroom  was  once  a  piece  of  white  chalk 
and  a  blackboard.  Educational  institutions  have  to  go  beyond 
this  in  the  Information  Age.  Students  today  come  to  the  class- 
room from  a  world  in  which  the  computer  is  as  common  as 
televisions  were  just  a  few  short  years  ago.  They  leave  Co- 
Lin  and  go  to  a  world  where  technology  dominates  the  work- 
place. 

Today's  students  expect  and  deserve  to  be  exposed  to  the 
latest  in  learning  aids.  Co-Lin's  new  Dow/Young  Instructional 
Technology  Building  is  designed  to  deliver  an  educational 
experience  to  students  using  the  latest  tools.  Your  community 
college  is  committed  to  providing  students  with  the  very  best 
education  possible  and  preparing  them  for  today's  rapidly 
changing  world. 

The  theme  for  the  2004  homecoming  was  "Window  to  the 
Past,  Door  to  the  Future."  That  aptly  describes  how  I  feel 
about  what  we  must  do  at  Co-Lin.  We  have  to  look  to  our  his- 
tory to  learn  what  contributed  to  the  learning  experience  that 
has  made  you,  our  alumni,  successful.  At  the  same  time  we 
must  open  the  door  to  the  future  for  our  current  students.  That 
involves  stepping  out  and  embracing  new  methods  and  ideas 
to  help  provide  for  successful  careers  for  our  students. 

We  go  to  our  students  in  today's  world  with  such  pro- 
grams as  Distance  Learning  under  which  students  earn  col- 
lege credits  via  the  internet.  Another  example  is  the  Simpson 
County  Center  scheduled  for  opening  in  August  2005.  The 
first  facility  will  be  35,000  sq.  ft.  and  will  be  named  for  R. 
Sidney  Parker,  long  time  member  of  the  Co-Lin  Board  of 
Trustees.  It  will  provide  comprehensive  academic  programs 
leading  to  an  associate  arts  degree  and  several  career  and 
technical  programs.  There  will  be  a  core  of  full-time  faculty 
led  by  Dr.  Billy  Stewart,  who  was  approved  as  the  Dean  of  the 
Simpson  County  Center,  effective  January  1,  2005. 

We  are  renovating  the  Jessie  Sandifer  Building  and  the 
Gertrude  Mutton  Building.  I  understand  the  Mutton  building 
is  the  oldest  building  on  campus.  The  work  on  these  buildings 
is  being  done  by  our  own  staff  in  the  Maintenance  Division. 

Great  things  are  happening  at  your  college.  This  is  so 
despite  the  shrinking  state  budget  for  community  and  junior 
colleges.  Part  of  that  success  has  to  do  with  you  our  alumni 
and  friends.  Endowments  held  by  the  Co-Lin  Foundation 
have  increased  from  $1 .35  million  to  $3.36  million  in  the  past 
year.  The  Foundation  is  a  tax  exempt  organization  that  accepts 
and  manages  gifts  to  the  college. 

The  Foundation  plans  to  honor  donors  to  the  college  with 


a  Major  Donors  Appreciation  Banquet,  Saturday,  March  12. 
2005.  Contributors  of  $5,000  and  more  are  included  in  this 
program.  The  future  success  of  institutions  like  Co-Lin 
depends  on  alumni  and  friends  stepping  forward  with  finan- 
cial assistance. 

Many  individuals  provide  for  scholarships  for  men  and 
women  who  seek  to  further  their  education  at  Co-Lin  by 
endowing  a  scholarship  through  the  Foundation.  An  Awards 
Day  will  be  held  on  April  19  on  the  Natchez  Campus  and  on 
April  20  on  the  Wesson  Campus  to  honor  donors  and  recipi- 
ents. A  reception  is  held  at  the  Wesson  Campus  immediately 
following  the  award  ceremonies. 

Both  the  Wesson  and  Natchez  campuses  host  golf  tourna- 
ments to  raise  money  for  the  Foundation.  The  Natchez  Golf 
Classic  will  be  April  12  at  Beau  Pre'  south  of  Natchez,  and  the 
Wesson  Classic  will  be  on  June  16  at  Wolf  Hollow  on  the 
Wesson  Campus.  I  encourage  you  to  support  these  tourna- 
ments, either  by  playing  with  a  team  or  by  sponsoring  a  hole 
for  the  tournament. 

It's  difficult  for  us  to  let  students  go  when  they  graduate. 
They  remain  a  part  of  our  lives  as  we  celebrate  their  success- 
es, just  as  we  delight  in  your  success.  Don't  be  a  stranger. 
Visit  our  campus.  Maintain  a  tie  with  Co-Lin  and  your  class- 
mates. 

We  had  a  great  homecoming  in  October.  Homecoming  has 
activities  appealing  to  all  ages.  I  encourage  you  to  put  Oct.  1 .

He  was  a  botanist  and  a  specialist  on  the  plant  trillium,  one 
species  of  which  bears  his  name.  Dr.  Channell  was  a  supporter 
and  developer  of  "Cheekwood,"  home  of  the  botanical  gardens 
of  the  state  of  Tennessee. 

A  scholarship  was  established  in  Dr.  Channell's  name  as  a 
result  of  a  $58,511  gift  to  the  Co-Lin  Foundation.

Dow/Young  Instructional  Technology  Building  Dedicated 


Dedication  for  the  new  $3.5  million  John  Dovv/L.  G.  Young 
Instructional  Technology  Building  was  held  Thursday,  September 
2.  The  building  is  named  in  honor  of  two  former  long-time 
trustees,  the  late  John  Dow  of  Brookhaven  and  L.  G.  Young  of 
Franklin  County. 

The  two-story  building  has  30,000  square  feet,  and  houses  18  new 
faculty  offices,  seven  classrooms,  six  computer  labs,  an  instruc- 
tional training  lab,  a  conference  room,  a  faculty  resource  room 
and  a  faculty  lounge.  In  addition,  there  is  an  adjunct  faculty  office 
suite  located  on  the  second  floor  for  those  who  teach  part-time  in 
the  facility. 

Of  the  six  computer  labs,  four  are  joined  together  to  allow  the 
flexibility  of  having  one  large  open  lab,  four  separate  labs,  or  any 
combination  of  the  four.  Those  labs  accommodate  activities  relat- 
ed to  Adult  Basic  Education;  Related  Skills  for  Career  and 
Technical  students;  Humanities,  Math  and  Language  Arts;  lab 
space  for  tutoring  and  assigned  study  programs;  and  open  labs  for 
general  study.  Two  additional  computer  classrooms  are  used  pri- 
marily for  academic  computer  classes. 

The  building  has  all  the  latest  technology.  It  houses  top-of- 
the-line  computers,  overhead  projectors,  and  large  mounted  TV 
sets.  Wireless  capabilities  will  also  be  added  to  the  rooms. 

The  building  will  have  two  main  entrances  — one  from  the 
front  facing  the  commuters'  parking  lot,  and  one  from  the  oppo- 
site side  to  accommodate  those  walking  to  classes. 

Almost  all  students  have  classes  in  the  new  building.  All  gen- 
eral math  and  computer  science  classes  are  housed  there,  as  well 
as  several  social  science  classes. 

The  building  is  the  first  instructional  building  added  since  the 
Stribling  Nursing  Building,  which  generally  houses  classes  for 
students  in  the  medical  field. 

The  late  John  Dow  served  a  total  of  20  years  on  Co-Lin's 
Board  of  Trustees  from  1974-1985  and  from  1988-1997.  Apart 
from  his  board  services  at  Co-Lin,  Dow  began  his  long  career  in 
education  as  a  teacher  and  coach  at  Alexander 
High   School.  After   serving   as   principal   at 
Mullins   Elementary   School   and  Alexander 
Junior  High  School,  Dow  was  assistant  super- 
intendent of  Brookhaven  Schools  from  1981 
until  his  retirement  in  1986. 

Mr.     Young     represented     Franklin 

County  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  from  October 

1977  until  his  retirement  in  April  2001 .  In  his  24 

years  of  service  to  the  college.  Young  served  as

chairperson  of  the  budget  and  finance  commit- 
tee and  for  the  last  11  years,  served  as  the 
board's  secretary.  A  graduate  of  Southwest 
Mississippi  Junior  College,  Mr.  Young 
received  his  bachelor's  and  master's  degrees 
from  Mississippi  State  University.  He  received 
his  AA  certification  in  school  administration 
from  the  University  of  Southern  Mississippi. 
Young  was  an  agriculture  teacher  at  Shannon 
High  School  from  1950-1956  and  an  agriculture  teacher  (1956- 
1967)  and  principal  of  West  Lincoln  School  from  1967-1970.  He 
served  as  vocational  director  for  Franklin  County  Schools  for  16 
years  until  his  retirement  in  1986. 

In  other  building  recognitions,  Frank  Hunter  Learning  Center 
and  the  James  Lewis  Mathematics  Lab  were  moved  from  two 
other  buildings  on  campus  to  the  Dow/Young  Building. 

The  learning  center  was  named  for  the  late  Frank  Hunter, 
who  served  as  academic  dean  of  the  college.  The  language  and 
mathematics  lab  was  named  for  James  Lewis,  who  was  principal 
of  Co-Lin  High  School  and  later  registrar  for  the  college. 

Two  of  the  new  computer  labs/rooms  were  named  in  honor  of 
Maurice  Cammack  and  Dr.  Roy  Daughdrill.  Cammack.  who 
began  as  a  computer  science  instructor  at  Co-Lin,  was  the  col- 
lege's first  Director  of  Computer  Technology.  Dr  Daughdrill  was 
the  long-time  division  chair  for  the  mathematics  and  computer 
science  division.  Both  men  were  instrumental  in  pointing  Co-Lin 
in  the  right  direction  in  terms  of  computer  technology.

Co-Lin  breaks  ground  on  new  Simpson  County  Center 

Center  named  in  honor  of  Sidney  Parker 

The  Co-Lin  Board  of  Trustees  unani- 
mously voted  to  name  the  center  after  long- 
time board  member  R.  Sidney  Parker  of 
Magee. 

Mr.  Parker  represented  Simpson  County 
on  the  Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College 
Board  of  Trustees  from  April  1972  until 
April  2001 .  In  his  29  years  of  service  to  the 
college,  has  served  as  the  board  secretary 
(1984-1988)  and  as  the  board's  vice  chair- 
man (1988-2001). 

A  graduate  of  Magee  High  School,  Mr. 
Parker  attended  Mississippi  College  and  the 
University  of  Southern  Mississippi.  Mr.  Parker  taught  school  at  Shady 
Grove  in  Smith  County  for  two  years  and  at  Old  Hickory  in  Simpson

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Natchez  Literary  Cinema  Celebration: 
Free  Blacks  in  the  South 


Who  were  Free  Blacks  in  the  South  preceding  the  Civil 
War?  Were  they  better  off  than  slaves?  Were  they  semi-slaves? 
Were  they  treated  compassionately  by  white  people?  Or  did 
they  enjoy  the  full  rights  of  whites? 

"The  truth  will  be  told  about  this  unusual  group  of  people 
in  American  history  at  the  16th  annual  Natchez  Literary  and 
Cinema  Celebration"  said  Carolyn  Vance  Smith  of  Copiah- 
Lincoln  Community  College  in  Natchez. 

Smith  and  Co-Lin  founded  the  Celebration  in  1990  and 
have  guided  it  into  what  is  called  by  official  evaluators 
"Mississippi's  most  significant  conference  devoted  to  literature, 
history,  film  and  culture." 

The  Celebration  has  won  an  Olympic  Award,  two  state 
tourism  awards  and  a  Mississippi  Humanities  Council  award  for 
outstanding  programming. 

The  2005  conference  theme  is  "Between  Two  Worlds:  Free 
Blacks  in  the  Antebellum  South."  It  is  set  for  February  23-27, 
2005,  with  headquarters  at  the  Natchez  Convention  Center  on 
Main  Street  downtown  Natchez. 

"We  think  the  2005  conference  will  be  our  strongest  yet," 
Smith  said.  "We  began  with  a  riveting  subject  and  added 
Pulitzer  Prize-winning  authors,  nationally  known  scholars  and 
beautiful  Natchez  as  a  living  museum  that  relates  directly  to  the 
subject  of  the  conference." 

Natchez  as  a  living  museum  is  exemplified  in  the  William 
Johnson  House,  built  by  a  Free  Black  in  Natchez,  which  will  be 
officially  opened  to  the  public  by  the  National  Park  Service  dur- 
ing the  conference. 

Free  dedication  ceremonies,  set  for  9:00  a.m.,  February  26, 
2005,  will  attract  national,  state  and  local  governmental  and 
tourism  leaders  as  well  as  conference-goers,  the  general  public 
and  media  representatives.

University  Research  Center,  Seville,  Spain,  on  Free  Blacks  dur- 
ing the  Colonial  period;  Alex  Kronemer,  documentary  film 
maker  of  Silver  Spring,  Maryland,  on  Ibrahima,  an  African 
prince  who  was  a  slave  in  Natchez;  Sybil  Kein,  New  Orleans, 
author  of  Gumbo  People  and  Creole:  The  History  and  Legacy  of 
Louisiana's  Free  People  of  Color,  on  Louisiana  Creole  cultural 
heritage;  Elizabeth  Shown  Mills,  Tuscaloosa,  Alabama,  author 
of  Isle  of  Canes  and  Cane  River  Creole  Series,  on  master-slave 
sexual  dynamics  and  slaveholding  by  free  people  of  color;
